Wath. 35,000 lumber workers holding a solid front against the 
Northwest timber barons, the cry again goes up of “alien agi- 
tators’* opposing the will of “recognized labor leaders” and of the 
men themselves. 

The inference is that the men were well satisfied with their 
Sandieud and were forced to strike despite everything that they 
and thé union officials could do about it. What peculiar influence 
a handful of “alien agitators” could exert to bring about such a 
situation is past anyone's imagination—save perhaps an editorial 
writer for the capitalist press. 

It ‘is apparently the general belief of employers and their 
press tyadies that American workers have no brains whatever. A 
laboring man cannot so much as come in out of the rain but 
what they believe an “alien agitator” told him to do it. 

An‘“alien agitator” means nothing more nor less than a 
leader the workers have chosen out of their own ranks. A “rec- 
ognized leader” is an official whom the employers themselves 
‘have miineuvered into the union to serve their own interests. 

A. b. Muir is just.such a “leader.” By exerting his full pow- 
ers of humbuggery, ke’ managed to get a few plants to return to 
work under a sell-out agreement. Perhaps the men would never 
have ndticed that their wages were the same cor lower, and théir 
conditiqns no different than before they struck. But the “alien 
agitators” called their attention to these facts, and they wailed 
right ot on strike again.
